HOW TO CURE TOBACCO.

Department Issues a bulletin Containing

Advice te Growers.

The Department of Agriculture at
Washington has issued n bulletin en the
subject'ef "curing tobacco," in which

the following advice as te marketing is

tendered:
"Fer the production of a saleable arti-

cle much depends upon the character of

the soil, and a great deal depends upon

the skill in curing. Fully as much, how-eve- r,

depends upon the proper grading
aud sorting of the tobacco and the style

of packing In which it is sent te the man-

ufacturer. Toe much cannot be said

about the necessity for very careful at-

tention te these apparently small details.
It is very important, moreover, that
the planters should study the markets,

the demands from foreign countries, the
requirements of our manufacturers, and

aim te produce exactly what they want
and te get it te them in the way in which

they cau host use it rather than te study
the matter of economy.

"A great deal can be accomplished by
Improving the eced, by importing, new

seed and by improving the methods of

cultivation, but mere can be accom-

plished by a steady and persistent effort

te produce thorough methods of cultiva
tlen and fermontatien, sorting, grading,
etc , the closest possible resemblance te
the type which is desired by the manu

facturer and the consumer. This is the
busine8s side of the transaction. A care
ful study and compllance with the re-

quirements of the market will undoubt-
edly increase the price of tobacco equally
as much aa any differonce in the smoking
and chewing qualities has improved

much mere than the practice et grading

and sorting in compllance with the mar-

ket demands. There ia pleaty of room
yet for improvement In the quality et
